ATLANTIC FLYER 
LANDS FOR JUBILEE 


Accompanied by 12 Military 
Planes, ‘‘Spirit of St. 
Louis” Reaches Canadian 
Festival City.

OTTAWA, July 2. — Lieut. J. 
Thad Johnson, a member of the 
escort of airplanes accompanying 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh to Ot- 
tawa from Selfridge Field, Mt. 
Clements, Mich., was _ instantly 
killed today when his plane crash- 
ed after being struck by another 
machine in the military escort. 

Lieut Johnson. attached to the 
first pursuit squadsron at Selfridge 
Field, was the only occupant of the 
plane. 

According to the aviator in the 
plane immediately behind John- 
son, the latter’s machine, which 
had been circling with the ofbers 
over the field, dipped sudde ily as 
though preparing to land. How- 
ever, instead of continuing dovn- 
ward, it rose to resume its position 
in the squadron formation. 

Planes Takes Nose Dive. 

The pilot behind not anticipat- 
ing this ran into Jonnson’s pinn» 
forcing the tail violently upward. 
The machine immediatecty 
fnto a nose dive at a height of cniy 
about 100 feet. Johnson wits 
himself clear, but there was not 
enough time for his parachtte to 
cpen before his body struck the 
ground. 

While Johnson's body was being 
taken from the field to the city, 
mounted police and military units 
drew a cordon about the wrecked 
plane and with difficulty held back 
the crowds which’ surged toward 
the scene of the tragedy. 

The American officer made a 
gallant effort to save his life when 
his plane began to fall. Specta- 
tors said that after he had shaken 
himself clear of his plane, he 
turned in the air as if trying to 
hasten the opening of his para- 
chute. 

Col. Lindbergh, who had _ al- 
ready landed in his trans-Atlantic 
plane, “Spirit of St. Louis,” went 
to the spot and viewed the wreck- 
age before taking his place at the 
head of the procession which was 
formed to escort him to the cap- 
ital, 

His famous smile was replaced 
by an expressign of sadness, which 
was reflected over the thousands 
who witnessed the accident. All 
the other planes landed safely. 

Lindbergh Had Landed, 

Col. Lindbergh and his escort 
of 12 United States Army airplenes 
arrived at 1:13 p. m., today. Fly- 
ing in front of his’ escort, the 
trans-Atlantic flyer swept grazve- 
fully over the city and circled the 
Parliamentary victory tower. 

Lindbergh, who flew his trans- 
Atlantic plane, the “Spirit of St. 
Louis” from St. Louis, stopping 
over night at Selfridge Field, came 
to’ Ottawa at the invitation of rhe 
Canadian Government to attend 
the celebration of the diamond 
jubilee of the Canadian Federa- 
tion. 

Participated in Lindbergh Celebra- 
tion in St. Louis, 

Lieut. Johnson was a native of 
Texas and was studying for the 
ministry when the United States 
entered the Word War in 1917. 
After enlisting in his native State, 
he was sent to the Kelly Field as 
a flying cadet, received his com- 
mission and served overseas. 

Returning to this country in 1919 
he was detailed to Hawaii until 
just before’ the 1923 Pulitzer 
Trophy Races at St. Louis, in 
which he participated as a mem- 
ber of the Selfridge Field Pur- 
suit Group. The Pursuit Group at 
that time was in charge of Capt. 
Burt Skeel, killed the following 
year during the Pulitzer races at 
Dayton. 

Lieut. Johnson was one of the 
pilots to participate in the thrilling 
derial exhibition over Art Hill in 
Forest Park at the Sunday after- 
noon demonstration two weeks ago 
in honor of Col. Lindbergh. He 
was regarded as one of the best 
pilots in the Pursuit Group. He 
was 33 years old and a widower. 

Lieut. Johnson was a member of 
the. “Caterpillar Club,” that group 
of flyers who have been forced to 
save themselves with parachutes. 
In April, 1925, ‘while flying over 
Pennsylvania at an altitude of 13,- 
000 feat he ‘umped when the mo- 
tor of his plane failed and a forced 
landing was made impossible due 
to the rough country. 

His wife, according to War 
Department records, was Miss 
Edith Naylor, whose home was at

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VER-SUR-MER., France, July 2.—At 2:30 yesterday morning, in! 
the pitch dark and rain pouring and the clouds so low there was 
no possibility of seeing anything, our “trans-Atlantic flight ended 
in the sea, 200 yards from shore, near the village of Ver-Sur-Mer. 

We landed voluntarily, choosing the sea as safer than unknown 
ground, and then swam and paddled that 200 yards to shore, while 
our plane, the America, filled and partially sank. But now our plane 
is safe on land, though badly damaged, and we are as nearly all 
right as four men could be who went through such a strain as we 


did through those 40 hours. 

Of our flight, these are the 
salient facts that stand out. in 
my mind now: 

We flew more than 40 hours 
and through 19 consecutive hours 
we never saw land, sea nor ship. 

Right near the start we feared 
we would have to dump half our 
gasoline and turn back, but, luck- 
ily, just at the critical mornent, 
our ship lifted and Lieut. No- 
ville, who was all set to empty 
one gasoline tank at least, held 
his hand. 

Completely Lost. 

During the last six hours of 
our flight our earth induction 
compass, for some unknown rea- 
son, was thrown out of position 
and before we knew it we had 
swung in a half circle out of our 
course, and to state it frankly 
we were completely lost. 

Once before during the day 
we had become much alarmed 
for we found we had drifted fur- 
ther south tHan we expected, and 


.it was only by asking with our 


radio what our position was that 
we were able to get a reply and 
Shape our course. As it was we 
altered our course considerably 
from that originally set, and in- 
stead of steering for Ireland, as 
we planned, decided to shape our 
course to Finisterre. 


That was entirely successful, 
and we arrived over the region 
of Brest with everything in good 
order. Then after so much of 


our voyage was completed we 


got into trouble. I do not make 
any effort to say where we flew 
exactly. We were there in the 
dark steering by -a compass 
which had gone crazy. 

Twice Near Paris. 

We must have been  0»near 
Paris at least twice in those five 
hours of wandering in the pitch 
blackness with the rain pouring. 

Ne thought we were going 
right but we were not. At one 
point I think we were only a 
few miles from Le Bourget. but 
we could see nothing. 

There was no way for us to 
know where we were going. Be- 
cause of the towness of the 
clouds and the darkness, we were 
hopelessly tost. We must have 
teen near Paris, the city of 
light, but we saw no light. We 
saw nothing. We did not know 
whether we were over town or 
country, over fields or mountains. 
We never once saw the lights of 
Le Bourget. We never once saw 
the Eiffel tower. We never once 
saw anything of Paris. 

Once we were right near our 
goal, with enough gasoline to fly 
three hours, or nearly 300 miles 
and we could not make the 10

Gasoline Nearly Exhausted. 

And then came the surprise of 
our lives. We saw sea beneath 
us. We did not know where we 
were. We know now we had 
done a half circle and come back 
doubling on our tracks back over 
the coast, not so far from where 
we had crossed it five hours be- 
fore. 

Then we knew that in one hour, 
or perhaps half an hour, we 
could go no further because our 
gasoline supply would be ex- 
hausted. We might at any mo- 
ment have had to make a forced 
landing. 

In the pitch darkness we could 
make out nothing of the coun- 
tryside. We could see it was high 
tide and that the shore was s0 
covered with water that there 
was no beach to land on. 

I then took the decision to land

The examination showed Acosta 
to be suffering from a fractured 
collar bone, meaning that he must 
wear his left arm in a sling, while 
the commander was so fatigued 
and nervous that complete rest and 
absence from social affairs was 
prescribed for the next few days, 

Dr. Edmund Gros, chief phy-

who made the examination, said 
he would allow the two airmen to 
go to the Elysee Palace for their 
reception this afternoon by Presi- 
dent Doumergue; after that they 
must go to bed and stay there 
until some of their fatigue has 
worn off. 
Accorded Tremendous Welcome. 
Arriving here shortly after noon 
from Caen, where they spent the 
night as the guests of the Pro- 
vincial Government, Commander 
Byrd, Acosta and the two other 
members of* the crew, Lieut. 
George O. Noville and Bernt Bal- 
chen, were nearly overwhelmed by 
Paris’ welcome.

when the aviators reached the 8?. 
Lazare station. 

The progress of their train from 
Caen was like that of the historte 
journey of President Wilson fram 
Brest in 1918, with the station 
platforms along the route jammed 
with crowds waving and cheering 
excitedly. 

Byrd’s Sclentific Data Rescued, 

It was a day of triumph and 
satisfaction for the aviators—tri- 
umph because of the unprecedent- 
ed greeting accorded them, and 
satisfactilon because it was learned 
that Commander Byrd's treasured 
scientific data had, after all, been 
rescued from the hull of the 
wrecked plane. 

That was what lay nearest is 
heart, for he has consistently em- 
phasized the fact that the expedi- 
tion was one organized for scien- 
tific research, destined by obser- 
vations carefully noted down dur- 
ing its progress to make the way 
safer for future trans-Atlantic 
aerial travelers.

A EUROPEAN VIEW OF ROTARYISM. 
From an Ostend Cable to the London Times. 


NUMBER of addresses on the applica- 

tion of Rotary idéals to the problems 
of Europe were delivered at the Rotary 
convention. 

M. Verdake (Holland) made a frank and 
courageous speech. Addressing himself al- 
most entirely to the American section of his 
audience, he showed how certain trans-At- 
lantic manifestations of Rotary were alien 
to the general spirit of European culture. 
He criticized the Rotary literature emanat- 
ing from Chicago as too theoretical and too 
vague for European consumption, quoting 
the president of a Rotary club in the South 
of France, who confessed to the frequent 
suppression of certain American pamphlets 
on the ground that they would only create 
a wrong impression. Such literature, he 
said, would only make the people laugh. 

Similarly, he warned Americans against 
expecting to find the customary American 
“glad-handedness” itn European clubs. In 
this connection he cited the Portuguese 
Rotarian who was told that his countrymen 
ought to do as the Americans dq and call 
each other by Ahelr first names. 

“My dear, sir,” he exclaimed, “If that 
rule were enforced over here it would mean 
another revolution in Portugal.” 

It is only fair to remark that M. Ver- 
dake’s home thrusts were warmly appre- 
clated by his audience, who, however much 
they may themselves cherish some of the 
outward manifestations of the spirit of fel- 
lowship which seems to have come direct 
from the “Boosters’ Club” in Mr. Sinclair 
Lewis’ novel, “Babbitt,” are far too anxious 
to see Rotary make its contribution to the 
pecullar problems of Europe to wish to in- 
sist on too great a untformity in practice.

MEDICAL SERVICE, 

From the New Orleans Times-Picayune. 
bo NLY the very rich and yery poor can 

obtain the maximum benefits of 
modern medical science in the cities, and 
the very rich alone in the country.” This 
attention compelling statement wag made 
before a public health conference the other 
day by Assistant Surgeon-General Pierce of 
the Federal Public Health Service. 


“Many wage earners, when sick and un- , 


able to pay for medical service,” he con- 
tinued, “when free service is unavailable 
or they are too proud to accept it, go en- 
tirely without medical attention. In excep- 


tional cases, whén the income is low, the 


family will pay the physician’s bill and do 
without other things. Many people under- 
take self-treatment when unable to pay for 
medical attention. Unquestionably,” he 
concluded, “there is a big gap between the 
very rich and the very poor which medical 
science must bridge in order to give ade- 
quate medical service to persons of average 
income.” \ 
The problem posed by the conditions Dr. 
Pierce describes is a very real and very 
serious one to many “middle class” folk 
whose incomes are, in case ot serious ill- 
ness, Very heavily .taxed by medical and 
hospital fees and who nevertheless are un- 
willing either to ask or accept free serv- 
ice. As Dr. Pierce urges, the “gap between 
the very rich and the very poor” should be 
“bridged” by some arrangement based upon 
“capacity to pay.” Many physicians and 
surgeons employ some such system in their 
individual practices. Its broadening and 
standardization should not be too difficult.

GENEVA, July 2.—Proposals 
for limitation of cruisers have as- 
sumed such importance that the 
naval arms conference has gone in- 
to secret session and negotiations 
have been taken out of the hands 
of naval experts. If revised pro- 
posals submitted by Great Britain 


are accepted the whole basis on 
which fleet strengths are calculat- 
ed would be changed. 

It is only through a process of 
deduction that the nature of the 
British proposals can be surmised. 
Official spokesmen have been order- 
ed not to divulge anything. One 
man who possesses inside know!l- 
edge said, however, that ‘“‘when 
the real significance of the Ad- 
miralty’s proposals were mad? 
knows British taxpayers would be 
the first to protest against their 
acceptance.” seat 

The new British plan hinges on 
a two unit conception, namely cate- 
gories oif 10,000 and 7500 tons. 
It is in such vessels of size less 
than that of capital ships that the 
new basis of calculating strength 
has been projected. 

Confidential Figures Given. 

-Hugh S. Gibson, head of the 
American delegation, said yester- 
day: “We cannot, under any cir- 
cumstances, lay the cards on the 
table before the public at this time. 
It would be suicidal to force things, 
regardless of our willingness to 
take the public into our confidence. 
To tell of the character of the 
questions which are unsettled 
would involve us, perhaps in in- 
extricable snarls. 

“We must take things quletly. 
We have asked the British for con- 
fidential figures and information. 
which they have given with the 
utmost frankness. To disclose these 
now would prejudice their futur¢ 
liberty of action. The situation is 
getting progressively better and 
divergencies are being cleared up 
daily.” : 

Admiral Hilary P. Jones of the 
United States Navy deplored efforts 
to magnify minor divergencies in- 
to major disagreements. He said 
the delegations had encountered 
differences of opinion but that sus- 
picion and ill will were absent, add- 
ing that while divergencies of 
opinion about cruisers had been 
great, they were approaching so- 
lution. 

Capital Ship Controversy. 

The controversy bver the pro- 
posed introduction of capital ship 
discussion into the conference has 
been virtually dissipated as the 
result of two days of diplomacy. 
Great Britain has capitulated com- 
pletely, while Gibson volunteered to 
participate In “discussions” pro- 
vided they are not intenced as 
preparation for the 1931 confer- 
ence among the five signatories to 
the Washington treaty on capital 
ship limitation. The American of- 
fer carried the condition that 
Italy and France participate in 
the discussion, although any pro- 
posals likely to be made would con- 
cern probably only the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan. 

The American proposal is ac- 
ceptable to W. C. Bridgeman, First 
Lord of the British Armiralty, and 
to Viscount Cecil. 

The work of the next four days 
is clouded in secrecy and none of 
the delegations will receive cor- 
respondents before Tuesday. Ad- 
miral Jones will make a talk July 
4 to the American colony and he 
is expected to amplify the Ameri- 
can proposals for naval limitation. 
The meeting will be attended by 
the heads of all delegations.

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BIRGER GANGSTERS 
DESCRIBE MURDER 
OF WARD JONES 


Clarence Rone Says One of 
Defendants in Trial at 

' Marion Told of Killing at 
the Illinois Hut. 


BULLET SHOWN TO 
JURY AS EVIDENCE 


Case May Go to Jury Today 
—State Relies on Former 
Associates of Birger to 
Convict Gang.

MARION, IIL, July 2.—Two 
youthful henchmen of Charlie 
Birger, Southern Illinois gang 
leader, today told the story of the 
slaying of Ward Jones, deposed 
Birger gang lieutenant. 

They were witnesses in the first 
of the Williamson County gang 
murder cases to go to trial here. 

On testimony of these two young 
gangsters—Clarence Rone and 
Ray Hyland—the State depends 
partly for conviction of their for- 
mer companions at the Birger 
gang rendezvous—Rado Millich 
charged with 
murdering Jones. 

A third young Birger follower 
Harry Thomasson, who confessed 
he and his brother, Elmo, slew 
Mayor Adams of West City at the 
command of Birger was called to 
the witness stand this morning but 
did not finish his story. 

Rone, a snappily dressed youth 
with a dome-like forehead said 
Gowan himself told of how he and 


| Millich had kiHNed Jones a few days 


after the slaying. Jones was slain 
at the Borger gang rendezvous on 
Sunday afternoon, Oct, 24, 1926, 
while Birger was in St. Louis. 


Shown Scene of Murder. 


“T met Eural Gowan at the bar- 
becue stand at the ‘hut,’ ” said 
Rone, talking jerkily and avoiding 
the piercing gazes of the darkskin- 
ned Millich and the wistful glances 
of Gowan. 

“Gowan said ‘we killed Casey. 
I didn’t believe it. He took me 
down and showed me where they 
shot him. I saw the blood where 
they dargged him in. I saw where 
the first bullet went through 
Ward and hit a tree. I also saw 
where another buHet had nicked 
the concrete sidewalk after it had 
gone through Ward. 


“Eural said he and Steve George 
had dragged the body behind the 
cabin and he was not dead and ‘he 
fired one shot after it was behind 
the cabin and Rado did too. He 
told me how they had taken the 
body away and Eural was driving 
the sedan.” 


Steve George was the caretaker 
of Birger’s place. He was killed in 
the destruction of the hut last 
January. 


Bulict Shown To Jury. 

City Judge Cook of Herrin, coun- 
sel for Gowan, tried to show Rone 
was testifying to obtain immunity 
but he exclaimed, “I’m doing this 
because Ward was my friend.” 


A flattened lead bullet extracted 
from Jones’ body was passed 
around to the jurors this morning. 
The State contends this was one 
of the pistol bullets Gowan fired 
into Jones. Coroner Smith of 
Gallatin County, who extracted the 
bullet, testified he believed it had 
entered Jones’ right shoulder from 
the rear. 


Hyland, 26-year-old adventurer 
and former sailor in the Navy, was 
brought here from Benton where 
he is waiting trial with Birger for 
the slaying of Mayor Adams. It 
was Thomasson’s confession that 
resulted in the indictment of both 
Hyland and Birger. He is accused 
of driving the car that carried the 
Thomasson brothers to the Adams 
home in West City. Like Rone, 
and Danny Brown, who testified 
yesterday, Hyland said he was not 
present when the slaying of Jones 
took place at Shady Rest, the Bir- 
ger gang hangout between Marion 
and Harrisburg. 

Hyland said he heard the story 
of the murder later from the lips

Unless the trial falls back into 
the halting pace of the first two 
days, when the jury was being ce- 
lected, there ig a possibility that 
State’s Attorney Arlie Boswell will 
be making his demands for the 
death penalty and the case will go 
to the jury of farmers and coal 
miners late tuday. Otherwise it 
will have to be completed next 
veek, after the July Fourth holi- 
day. 

Brown Gives One Version. 


Alton B. Parker Brown, one of 
the Charlie Birger’s young men, 
more familiarly known as “Dan- 
ny,” yesterday afternoon gave one 
version of the murder of Jones, 
saying he got the story from Gow- 
an, himself, while the two were in 
jail here last winter. 

Goes Against Gowan. 


“Danny” Brown was in prison 
with both of them. His story yes- 
terday afternoon upheld Millich’s 
plea of self-defense, but went 
against Gowan. 

Leaning toward the witness 
stand, Cook, veteran of many 
criminal trials in Southern IIli- 
nois, directed a rapid fire of en- 
tangling questions at the mild-man- 
nered young man who had tended 
bar at the Birger rendezvous, 
Shady Rest, but tne witness stood 
by his story and stumbled only 
once or twice in Cook’s snares. 

“We were in the county fail,” 
Brown began, “talking to Ray Hy- 
land. Ural Gowan went to Har- 
risburg that morning (Sunday, 
Oct. 24, 1926) and tried to bor- 
row Hyland’s car, but Hyland 
wouldn’t let him have it. ‘Slim’ 
(Gowan) said there was going to 
be trouble. He went back to the 
cabin and that afternoon Ward 
went out to get his clothes. Hy- 
land told him he’d better leave be- 
cause there was going to be trou- 
ble, 

“At the abin Gowan pulled his 
pistol on Ward and Bert Owens, 
who was there, took his gun. 

» “Then Rado Millich shot him 
twice. He went down at the first 
shot. They dragged Jones back 
of the cabin. Jones was moaning 
and going on. Then Slim pulled 
his pistol and shot him twice. That 
evening they took him down to the 
dogpit and put him in and kept 
him there all night and all next 
day.

Contrasts in Tailleurs 


Do not think that my whole 
collection is a series of dinner 
jackets, for I confine that line en- 
tirely to evening clothes. In heavy 
wool materials these c«ostumes 
would be veritable men’s clothes, 
and there is nothing for which I 
care less than to see a woman 
dressed like a man. I do, of 
course, make tailored suits, for 
there is nothing smarter and noth. 
ing of which French women are 
more fond than 4a real tailleur. 
This season they have been even 
more worn than ever before, if 
such a thing is possible. The par- 
ticular types which have been 
found most pleasing to the woman 
whom I dress are those in con- 
trasting materia)s. I have used 
navy blue wool for the skirt of 
one of my tailleurs, with a jacket 
of old blue, 

For many of my street costumes 
I have used beige this season. t 
is very smart and excedingly praz- 
tical. A warm yellow beige was 
the first I used, but in the models 
I am making especially for the 
French women I am using sable, 
which is a gray beige. I am not 
showing any gray.

The line of my street dresses, 
and that which prevails through- 
out my collection, is absolutely 
straight behind, with a more or 
less emphasized tendency to full- 
ness in the front.

My day coats 
are exceedingly simple in cut, de- 
pending entirely on pin tucks and 
stitched pieces for their trimming. 
They are almost all straight in line. 
Of course, I use fur for the collars 
very often. I have used a great 
deal of summer ermine this sea- 
son and some fox. 

If my day coats are examples of 
all that may be called simplicity 
in the mode, my evening wraps 
may be said to go to the opposite 
extreme. I believe that in an eve- 
ning wrap a woman may, even in 
this day of simplicity, give way to 
all her ambitions to appear in 
something rich and sumptuous. 
For summer I advocate the use of 
the cape in preference to the coat 
for evening. There is nothing 
more graceful than a cape, draped 
as a woman of the world knows 
how to drape it.

Metallic Gauze Adaptable. 

The exact opposite of taffeta is 
general, the majority of my capcs 
are made with a circular yoke 
with the metallic gauze, which 
is one of the most lovely materials 
possible to find for summer. It is 
light and soft, and at the same time 
it is rich, a combination difficult 
to find in a material and one which 
is perfect for light evening clothes, 
both dresses and wraps. I have 
used gold gauze in combination with 
light Lrown tulle to make an ev>- 
ning gown, very simple in cut. The 
waist is quite straight, made of the 
tulle with bands of gold gauze on 
it, shirred at the waist, with several 
bands of the gauze around it. Tre 
cape which goes with this gown is 
entirely in gold gauze. The tight- 
fitting yoke comes down to the hip 
line, where it is cut in scallops, and 
very free circular petals are gath- 
ered onto it. This is one of the 
most beautiful of my evening en- 
sembles. 

For evening I have created a 
number of pailletted gowns. The 
waists are straight and the dresscs 
gradually widen out, with no break 
at the waist, into a circular skirt. 
The spangles are put on so as to 
give a shaded effect, both as re- 
gards color and brilliance. That 
is, the waist is lightly sprinkled 
with spangles, which are sewed on 
thicker and thicker, until at the 
bottom of the skirt they are solid. 
The idea is further carried out by 
having very light-colored spangles 
on the waist, which shades down 
to a deep color on the skirt. 

In all my creating I endeavor to 
keep the youthful note. It is the 
note of the day, as is that of mas- 
culinity .

Bran as a Beautifier 


HUDDLESTON 


is- 
sued for making bran mush 
or bran muffins is a :>lendid 
beautifier for the fair sex to get 
acquainted with. It can be used 
for bleaching purposes, for soften- 
ing the bath water, for shampoo- 
ing the hair. and of course we all 
know of its splendid benefits when 
used as a food. 

One of the first things about 
bran that I want to tell you is 
that it is not nearly so drying to 
the skin as is popularly supposed. 
This makes it possible to let b. 
bags replace soda or borax in the 
bath after a time so it serves two 
purposes. To make the bran bags 
just put one-half teacupful of bran 
into a square of cheese cloth, gath- 
er up the four corners of the cloth. 
then tie them securely. One bag 
sa sufficient for one average-sized 
tub of bath water and all you do 
is dump the bag in the tub and let 
it float around with you. As soon 
as the bag becomes thoroughly sat- 
urated a milky fluid exudes into 


(Desa tor 5 bran such as 


neck and arms make a paste by 
adding sufficient water té the 
amount of bran used, so that it 
will spread easily. Add to this the 
juice of one lemon and after mix- 
ing thoroughly spread over the 
parts to be bleached. 


The bran shampoo is delightful! 
but rather tedious to make. I'm 
sure, however, that you'l) find it 
worth the time required to make 
it. To one cupful of bran add one 
pint of cold water and set this 
Over a siow fire to simmer for one 
hour. In another container put 
one bar of finely shaved castile 
soap one pint of cold water. 
Let this simmer until all the soap 
has dissolved. 

At the end of one hour strain off 
the bran water carefully (it is best 
to pour it through two layers of 
cheese cloth) and add it to the 
melted soap. -*ir the mixture un- 
til it is thoroughly blended. Phen 
use as you would any shampoo 
liquid.
